Fair provisions are made also for any- 
one who has his named removed from the 
list of qualified electors by reason of fail- 
ing to identify. Merely by appearing in per- 
son before the registrars or probate judge 
30 days before an election, a voter can get 
back on the list of eligible voters. 

Without getting a legal opinion on the 
bill, it seems it will have no effect next 
year on the always interesting races for 
county commissioner. While commissioners 
will run countywide for the first time, the 
purge of the poll lists will not have been 
completed until July 1, 1957, well after the 
commissioners have been chosen for anoth- 
er four year term.

Since commissioner races usually evoke the 
most interest and draw the most people 
to the polls, the voters will have a good 
chance to reidentify at that time. All in all, 
it is a worthwhile piece of legislation. 
There is no possible malice in the bill, only 
the objective of getting a true poll list of 
the voters in Coffee County.
